(b) rotating the polarization ofj^^^nal at the beginning of the second wave guide in 
a direction determined by th^efStive polarization difference between the coupler and the second 
wave guide. 


66. (Amended) A method of operably coupling aj^ntenna configured for either of two 
polarizations to a wave guide configured^br eitherof the same two polarizations comprising the 
step of coupling the antenna to the wave guid^hrough a coupler configured for a single 
polarization differing from both of the two polarizations.
